Such an in- 
vestigation, to be conducted by a congressional 
committee with power to compel the attend- 
ance of witnesses and to send for persons and 
papers, is clearly within the power of 
co to order. From such an 
igvestigation, fairly and impartially con- 
ducted, several good results might follow. 
nstead of pa:tisan criminations and recrimina- 
tious, charges and counter-charges, assertions 
and denials, the country wouid have proof-- 
such proof, at least, as the nature of the case ad - 
mits of—ail the proof, certainly, that could be 
elicited in a judicial proceeding before the éu- 
preme court or any other tribunal, upon the 
subject of the alleged frands. The facts thus 
proved would be placed upon record, there to 
remain for all time tocome for futuré fostrac- 
tion and warniug. The American people would 
be placed in possession of the facta necessary ior 
them to found their verdict upon in regard to 
the true character and extent of the electoral 
conspiracy and the guiit of those who partici - 
pated in it. The future historian of the 
republic would not be left for his

The committee of commissioners gen- 
eral to whom oy ago ae labor = 
apportioning the posts onor in the 
ck penieion have jaet concluded their 
work. It was decided that of the nine 
groups iato which the exp sition is di- 
vided France should have the presiden.- 
cy of four, and that where the presi- 
dency of a group was giyen to another 
nation France should have the second 
vice-presidency. Where France has 
the presidency she gives the first vice- 
presidency to another power. The as- 
signments as made are as follows: 

lst group — President to Italy; vice-~ 
presidents to France and Swedeu. 

2d group — President to France ; vice- 
presidents to the United States and 
France. 

3d group—President to France ; vice- 
presidents to Switzerland and France. 

4th grour—President to Austria; 
vicespresidents to France and either 
Portugal or Denmark at their c ioice. 

5th group—Presideot to Belgium ; 
vice-presidents to France and Sweden- 
Norway. 

6th group—President to England ; 
vice-presidents to France and Russia. 

7ch group —President to France ; vice- 
presidents to Spain and France. 

8th group—President to France; vice- 
presidents to Austria~Hungary and 
France, 

9th group--President to Pays-Bas; 
vice presidents to France and Portugai 
or Denmark. 

It will be seen that the United States 
has not the ae = any one of 
the groups, and this fact may at first 
ciuse our national pride tc ruffie a bit, 
but when the situation is explained i: 
will be found that we have been given 
better position than we had aright tu 
expect. . 

At the meeting the visiting comm 
sioners had agreed that France should 
have the presidency of the first group— 
the fine arts—which is looked upon as 
the postof honor. The representatives 
of France, however, positively declined 
to accede to such arrangement, and in- 
sisted upon its right to exercise a hos- 
pitable self-abnegation. In remem- 
brance of their treatment at the cen- 
tennial, the French and some others 

were disposed to confer the honor upou 
the representative of the U nited States, 
but the ideas of propriety and sense of 
personal modesty which distinguisi: 
Governor McOormick, led him to forbid 
such assignment, It was at his in- 
stance, I believe, that the presidency 
of the group was assigned to Italy, the 
home of art and artists. 

In naking the other assignments, 
Englaud did not at all hesitate to put 
in her decided claim to the presidency 
of the 6th group—machinery—and 
there was no way to avoid giving it to 
her, considering the enormous display 
which she mskeg herein the depart~ 
meni, bese two depariments being 
disposed of the only remaining group 
in which we make a strong showing 0!
